Western diplomats said the 3,600-word 
Pravda article by Vladimir Bolshakov 
was less remarkable for its claim* than 
! for what it revealed about the Kremlin's

Mr. Bolshakov described virtually 
every Polish 6mi grt organization, thoo- 
sands of Polish-Assericans who re-

: Under the headline “On the Interfer-

The intent of the article, whose length j 
suggested high-level approval, was ap- j 
parently to provide authoritative* and 
detailed support for the claim that Po- 
land faced the threat of a coup by C. I .At- 
tacked foes of Communism among Soli- 
darity's leaders. > 

The immediate purpose of such a 
claim was evidently to justify martial 
law in Poland, but the underlying theme 
of a plot against the Warsaw Pact sug- 
gested that the article could also be used 
to justify Soviet intc rrn m c u if it cocoes. 
^ f *TheWWteHCT»e did not ccoceal that 
tb* events in Poland were a subject not 
only of political but also of strategic in- 
terest for the U.S-A./* Mr. Bolshakov 
wrote. 

An Attack oo the System 
He said a special panel set up under 
Vice President Bush to follow events in 
Poland had received a special directive 
to explore ways of aiding “Polish coun* 
"t er r e vD l utlonaries.** 

; The article concluded, •Those who 
are hatching such aggressive plans and 
conducting a new crusade against Po- 
land under Dulles' banner of •rolling 
back Communism* should be reminded 
that the socialist community has 
repulsed lovers of such ventures more 
than axe.** 

Mr. Bolshakov composed a picture of 
a concerted attack on Poland’s Commu- 
nist s yste m , manipulated and financed 
by the C.I.A. and other Western intelU- 
genee s er v i ces and using "well-organ, 
ized units” of many thousands in Poland 
and 400 centers outside. 

Mr. Bolshakov said the C.l-A-’s cam- 
paign to create a "controlled crisis" in 
Pol and led to the establishment of an or- 
ganizatico of East European femigrts in 
1975 that helped found and finance the 
dissident Polish organization KOR. 

The committees of independent trade 
union* set up by KOR in Gdansk and 
Katowice became the nucleus of Soli- 
darity, the article said. •• v~ 

Radio Stations Cited . 

T hrou ghout this period, Mr. Bolsha- 
kov said. KOR acted in concert with 
other dissident groups backed and fi- 
nanced by Western intelligence serv- 
ices, and the activities of "that.whole 


7antiscaaust ranoie" were directed by I 
the American radio stations Radio Lib- 
erty, Radio Free Europe and the Voice 
of America. The Voice, Mr. Bolshakov ; 
said, broadcast instruction* in cipher to 
the Polish underground. 

Mr. Bolshakov described with disap. 
proval the Polish Gov e r n ment's prac- 
tice, of letting Polish-Americans visit | 
and settle in Poland, a poUcy un think- 
able in the Soviet Union, which regards 
all its own fenigrts with suspicion. 

"Ten thousand American citizens 
were resident in Poland in November 
1981, among them quite a lot of people 
who were openly hostile to socialism or 
agents of the U.S. intelligence serr- : 
ices,” he said. 

Mr. Bolshakov said that by the time 
Solidarity was formed in August 1980, 
the "antisodalist” forces had a network 
able to take control of it quickly. 

He continued: "From the very begin- 
ning, the U.S. Administration oriented 
. itself to the counterrevolutionary top 
leaders of ‘Solidarity.* This was done 
evidently in the belief that the seizure of 
power in Poland by the 'Solidarity* lead- 
ers is a matter of the near f u t m e.” 

Pravda went on to enumerate what it 
called Solidarity’s foreign sources of 
support and funds, including the A.F.L.- 
C.I.O., linking most organizations with 
the C.I-A. The 400 centers of support 
abroad secretly sent several million dol- 
lars to Poland, the paper said *
